Hopkins’ generosity 
completed

amount needed. 
“We will put the monkey 
out on 


mortgages as soon as 
possible 
and 
will realize at 
least 
$2,000 
yearly 
from the fund. This will support our 
library nicely and allow us to add to 
it from time to time. 
"Ripon is rapidly gaining in reputa­ 
tion,” Dr. Hughes continued, “ and is
